The Coaches 


LEONARD J. “LEN” CASANOVA, Head Coach 


Coach Len Casanova, under whose patient and efficient 
guidance Oregon has made remarkable strides in its football 
rebuilding program, begins his third year with the Webfoots 
this fall. 

The quiet spoken veteran who began his coaching career 25 
years ago at Sequoia high school in California came from the 
University of Pittsburgh in July of 1951. He did a fine job with 
a freshman-dominated squad without any spring practice and 
at the close of the season the Oregon student body presented him 
with a plaque which read, “Having given us victory by ге- 
establishing an undying Oregon spirit you have won the respect 
and admiration of your team and the entire Oregon family.” 

This will be Coach Casanova’s eighth season as a collegiate 
head coach. In 1946 he became Santa Clara’s head coach and 
remained with the Broncos through the 1949 season. He then 
moved to Pittsburgh for a single year and then returned to 
the Pacific Coast in 1951. 

He began his athletic career in Humboldt County in northern 
California and then went to Santa Clara in 1923. He played 
both football and baseball and was graduated in 1927. 

After his graduation Coach Casanova played one season 
with the Olympic Club and then. began his coaching career 
in’ 1928 at Belmont Military Academy in California. In the 
fall he became assistant coach at Sequoia high in Redwood City 
and then was appointed head coach in 1931, In the next five 
seasons his teams. won three championships and never finished 
lower than third. Ed T. I 

In 1936 he bécame an assistant coach at Santa Clara under 
Buck. Shaw and remained in that position until he joined the 
Navy in 1942. In addition to his football duties he was also 
head baseball coach from, 1939 through 1942. 4 

While in the service: he was assigned to the ‘physical training 
program and was in charge of the west coast area. He was re- 
leased from active duty in 1946 with the rank of commander. 
Shortly after his discharge. he accepted the appointment as 
head coach of the Broncos. 4 

In four years at Santa Clara his teams won 20, lost 13 and 
tied four against many of the finest teams in the country. Coach 
Casanova also has a perfect record with "bowl" teams. Besides 
the 21 to 13 win over Kentucky in 1950, he was with the 
Broncos when they defeated Louisiana State 21 to 13 in 1937 
and 6 to 0 in 1938 at the Sugar Bowl. 

Coach Casanova is married and his family includes his wife, 
Dixie, and two daughters, Margot, a college sophomore, and 
Andrea, a grade school student.

The Coaches 


JACK ROCHE, Jr., assistant coach, came to Oregon in 1951 
with Coach Casanova. He began his coaching career in 1946 at 
Santa Clara and the current season will be his eighth as an 
assistant to the Webfoot head coach. 

Roche first began to learn Coach Casanova’s ideas on football 
at Sequoia high school in Redwood City, California, more than 
15 years ago. He concluded his high school career in 1936 and 
when Coach Casanova left Sequoia to join the Santa Clara 
coaching staff Roche entered the university as a freshman. For 
the next four seasons he played both football and baseball. 

He was a regular as a sophomore on the Sugar Bowl team of 
1937 and was named on numerous all-star teams in his senior 
year. Following his graduation in 1940 he entered professional 
baseball with Spokane of the Western International League. 
Midway in his second season he enlisted in the AAF. He served. 
four years and was discharged as a captain.

VERN STERLING, line coach, is starting his second season at 
Oregon after having joined the staff in 1952.

The University of Oregon was officially organized by an act 
of the state legislature in 1872, but did not begin operations un- 
til 1876. The first campus consisted of one building and the 
student body numbered only 171 with a faculty of five. 


Today the campus spreads over 30 acres and includes more 
than 30 buildings. Many of these buildings are new, built since 
World War II as a part of the expansion program which has 
included a student union, science building, liberal arts expan- 
sion, library addition and other buildings at a cost of nearly 
seven million dollars.
